Affairs at Lew s« A’‘ter the War. 


J.W. Clemo arrived in Winnemucca 
recently from Lewis, where he has 
beep ranning 8 tuonel on contract for 
the Eagle Company. He says he had 
six men at work on the tunnel and 
was paying them $4 per day,the «ages 
established for underground work by 
the Miners’ Union. He paid the men 
in his employ $4 per day before the 
Union was orgaoized. and since then. 
Those men are members of the Uniou, 
but Mr. Clemo is not, although he 
applied for member-hip but was pot 
accepted. A week ago acommitiee of 
three, purpoting to have beeo 
appointed by the Miners’ Unioo, 
called upon Mr. Clemo anu 
forbid him working on his con- 
tract. Mr. Clemo, who took a con- 
tract to run 500 feet of tunnel, over 
100 feet of which has been comple:ed, 
has had to quit work through fear of 
personal violence, and is now here 
with his family. He also says his 
son, a youth of 19 years, who was as- 
sistiog him, has been forbidden to 
work in the tunnel or in the mines. 
As they will nut let him work without 
being a member of the Union, and re- 
fuse him membership when he applies, 
Mr. Clemo, has, of course, come to 
tee conclusion that he is not wanted 
in Lewis, and will have to throw up 
his contract unless the law protects 
him. There are other contractors,viz. : 
Greg Olsen and John Vincent, who 
have been ordered to quit. If these 
are the facts, it looks like a high- 
handed outrage, and one which the 
Miners’ Union, or any other organiza- 
tion which claims to be respectable, 
should not countenance. Mr. Clemo 
isan experienced miner, as he has 
been engaged in the business in Corn- 
wall since he was able toswing a pick. 
He worked in the iron mives of New 
Jersey ten years, and io several mines 
in this county, since he came to Neva- 
da in 1874, soit cannot be said that 
he is not entitled to membership in 
the Union because of his pot being a 
miner.

SCIL'OL OR NO S°HOOL. 


School District No. 10 and the War 
Among the Trustees--Bowen’s Pecu- 
liar Methods, 


It has been known for some days 
that matters have net been entirely 
harmonious among the Trastees of 
Reno school district. Owing to the 
necessary absence of Mr. Kinkead the 
Board has been evenly divided, and it 
seems as though the Bowen family 
were anxious to educate the young 
idea according to the idea of Bowen 
as to time and manner. It will be re- 
membered that being short of funds 
the Trustecs, as required by law, call- 
ed an election to vote on the question 
of a special tax. The tax wus voted 
by a very large majority, the Bowen 
family in the negative. It would ap- 
pear that the argument should have 
been considered settled by the popu- 
lar vote, but not so, the Bowen voting 
has been continued, and straoge meth- 
ods have been employed ia order to 
swell a hapless minority into a bare 
majority. Fiodiog that he could not 
hone to out vete J. L. McFarlin, 
Chairman of the Board, and thus close 
the schools, Mr. D. D. Bowen wrote 
the following letter to Mr. Jas. H. 
Kinkead, then at Pyramid. It will be 
noticed that Mr. Bowen sigos himse!f 
as “Clerk Board Trustees of School 
District No. 10,” and makes a plenti- 
ful use of the editorial “we:” 

Reno, April 9th, 1881. 
Mr. James H. Kinkead—Dear Sir: 
Recognizing the fact that you are 
Considerably p essed with your own 
business, and being away most of the 
time from the District too, and Cannot 
attend to the duties of Schoul Trustee, 
and as the var'ety of business with 
which we have to Contend, requiring 
the attertion and Sanction of a full 
Board, we herewith respectfully ask 
you, if you will tender your resigoa- 
tion, in order that we may have Some 
one else, who Can attend, appointed 
in your Stead, 
f you koow of Some one whom 
you desire to recommend as worthy 
to fill the place, you will please men- 
tion as we want Some man who Can 
attend to the office 
Awnitiog your Immediate answer 
we remain Respectfully &c. 

D. D. Bowen 

Clerk Board Trustees of School Dis- 
trict No. 10. 
The use of the word “we” ia ques- 
tion suggests that there may be more 
than one of Mr. Bowen, in which case 
he could easily outvote McFarlio, and 
the dead-lock would be at an end. 
This is probably a mistake, however, 
as the desire expressed for an “imme- 
diate answer” seems to indicate a fear 
that McFarlin might wish to go into 
executive session. 
Mr. Kinkead thought, naturally 
enough, that the Board wanted his 
room instead of his company, and 
promptly forwarded his resignation to 
the Board. This was the first intima- 
tion which had been vouchsafed Chair- 
man McFarlin, aod he as promptly 
conveyed to Kinkead a contradiction 
of Mr. Bowen's letter. The Bowenian 
idea had worked well thus far and 
was not yet completed. As soon as 
Mr. Kiakead's resignation had been 
received by Bowen senior, Bowen ju- 
nior, as Superintendeat of Public 
Schools, issued to Henry Rhue the 
following document: 


APPOINTMENT OF SCHOOL TRUSTEE 
By virtue of the authority vested in 
me by the School Law of the State of 
Nevada, I hereby appoint Heory 
Riue a Trustee of Revo School Dis- 
trict No. Ten, in the County of Washoe, 
said office to be held uotil the first 
Monday in January succeeding the 
next general 4lection.

And the end was not yet. On the 
reverse side is a blank form for the 
“Oath of Office of Trustee of Public

Sworn and subscribed to before me, 
a Trustee of School District No. 10, 
of the County of Washoe and State of 
Nevada, this 12th day of April, Anno 
Domini 1881.

It saw the appointment of Mr. Rhue, 
the verification of his oath and bis in- 
duction into office.

The way Boards are Made onaa Extea- 
teasive Scule. 

The Pacific Lumber and Wood 
Company's mill started up last Mon- 
day for the summer's run. Its the 
strongest and best mill on the Truckee 
river country. The logs are cut on 
the head waters of Juniper Creek,and 
carried to the edge of the canon of 
the Truckee on a fine narrow-gauge 
railroad. Then are sent down the 
vast wall of the canon in a log schute 
1600 feet in length. The grouve is 
kept greased and the grade is so steep 
that the logs go down with 4 magnifi- 
ceat speed, bounding and leaping like 
cannon balls on ice. When they 
strike the water the spray shoots into 
the air many feet and falls back with 
a loud splash. The logs drive into 
the river, and strike an iron frame- 
work at the bottom which prevents 
their filling up with gravel and iojur- 
ing the saws. From the dam to the 
saw Carriage the transfer is made on » 
truck, running on an incline tramway 
extending out on the bed of the river. 
The truck is run out far enough to let 
the log float over it and as it is drawn 
up the log goes with it. The millisa 
handsome frame building, with dress- 
ed rustie sides, painted shingle roof, 
and plenty of glass windows.
